ENDED  31  ST  DECEMBER,  1971 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Strood  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  anniial  report  follows  the  pattern  of  former  years 
being  mainly  concerned  with  iatistical  information  conforming  to 
the  pattern  prescribed  by  the  Ministry,  and  makes  comment  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances  within  the  area. 

So  far  as  it  is  possible  to  assess  the  state  of  health  of 
an  area  from  it"  routine  statistics  these  generally  could  be 
greeted  V7ith  saxisf action  -  a  death  rate  below  the  national 
average,  a  birth  rate  above  average  and  the  infant  mortality  rate 
well  below  the  national  figure. 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  one  third  of  the 
previous  year’s  total  and  if  advantage  was  more  widely  taken  by 
parents  bringing  their  young  children  for  Measles  protective 
inoc\ilation,the  incidence  ®f  Measles  infection  could  fall  even 
more  dramatically. 

There  was  some  evidence  of  an  influenzal  type  illness  in 
the  community  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  but  the  death  rate 
from  respiratory  illness  was  not  affected. 

Deaths  from  liang  cancer,  now  generally  regarded  as  a 
preventable  condition,  claimed  its  usual  quota,  15  this  year; 
over  the  decade  1961  -  1970  the  total  deaths  were  115  males  and 
21  females.  No  longer  is  there  any  mystery  about  the  cause  of 
the  complaint,  and  the  health  hazard  associated  with  cigarette 
smoking  has  been  common  knowledge  for  some  years,  but  to  translate 
this  into  positive  response  from  the  majority  of  the  commvinity 
remains  a  challenge  to  health  educators. 

The  Rural  District  Council’s  authority  in  health  matters 
is  limited  to  environmental  hygiene  and  the  control  of  infectious 
disease  within  its’  area,  while  the  County  Coimcil  is  the  authority 
responsible  for  the  personal  health  services  under  the  1946  National 
Health  Service  Act  and  also  administers  the  1955  Food  and  Drugs  Act.

In  addition  to  some  misunderstanding  by  the  public  over  administrative 
patterns  there  is  the  boundary  between  the  City  and  the  Rural  District 
to  add  to  the  confusion  which  new  inhabitants  frequently  exhibit  -  one 
can  only  hope  that  reorganisation  will  effect  a  change  more  readily 
comprehensible  to  all.

Compared  with  the  estimate  of  the  Registrar 
General  for  the  previous  year  the  total  waa 
2,670  down  on  the  figure  for  1970,  This  is 
difficult  to  equate  with  an  increase  in 
inhabited  dwellings  of  385,  although  service 
establishments  may  be  liable  to  fluctuation 
in  numbers. 


This  total  was  an  increase,  of  22  over  the 
previous  year's  figure.  The  corrected  birth 
rate  per  1,000  population  was  16,6  so 
maintaining  the  trend  for  the  Rural  District 
to  have  a  higher  birth  rate  than  the  national 
average  (l6,0  per  1,000  population). 

There  was  an  increase  of  5  over  the  previous 
year's  total. 


As  a  percentage  of  total  births  it  gave  a 
figure  of  5»0  compared  to  the  national  fig^lre 
of  8,0.  One  illegitimate  child  died  during 
the  first  year  of  life.  The  total  illegitimate 
births  per  year  in  the  Rural  District  over  the

This  total  showed  a  decrease  of  5 
from  the  previous  year’s  figure. 

9  of  the  deaths  occurred  during  the 
first  4  weeks  of  life. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  13»0  per 
1,000  live  births  and  compared  favourably 
with  the  national  figure  of  18,0  per 
1 , 000  live  births . 

This  figure  is  the  combined  total  of 
still  births  and  early  neonatal  deaths 
i,e,  during  the  first  week  of  life. 

It  is  looked  upon  as  the  most  informative 
of  the  infant  mortality  statistics  being 
indicative  of  hazard  to  infant  survival 
from  parturition  and  genetic  influence. 

The  rate  is  calculated  on  the  total  births 
(live  and  still)  giving  a  figure  of  18.0 
as  compared  to  the  national  figure  of  22.0. 

The  corrected  death  rate  was  10,2  per 
1,000  population  and  bore  the  usual 
favourable  comparison  with  the  national 
average  of  11,6,

Total  aotifications  received  were  83  as 
compared  to  previous  year's  total  of  288 
and  113  for  1969.  Notifications  were 
reported  generally  over  the  year  with  a 
peak  incidence  in  July. 

8  notifications  were  received, 

3  notifications  - 

(a)  infant  aged  3  weeks  (causative  organism 

E.coli) 

(b)  child  aged  7  years  (Pneumococcus) 

(c)  adult  aged  32  years  (aseptic  Meningitis) 

2  notifications.  Although  single  notifications, 
investigation  revealed  other  members  of  family 
group  affected  with  similar  symptoms, 

3  notifications  from  individuals  which 
subsequent  investigation  showed  as  a  family 
infection. 

The  total  remaining  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  111  being  3  less  than  the  total 
at  the  same  time  in  the  previous  year,  5  new 
notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
received. 

There  were  n@  deaths  attributable  to  Tuberculosis 
but  3  deaths  occurred  in  persons  on  the  register 
from  other  causes.  Over  the  past  10  years  there 
has  been  a  slow  fall  in  the  numbers  on  the 
register  from  161  in  1962  to  this  year's  total 
of  111, 

ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 


No  clearance  areas  were  reported  to  the 
Health  Committee,  3  demolition  orders  were 
made  under  section  16  of  the  Housing  Act  1957 
and  10  undertakings  were  given  by  owners  in 
relation  to  imfit  property  not  to  re-let  for 
hiaman  habitation. 

One  property  was  subsequently  made  fit  and  the 
Closing  Order  cancelled.

The  total  ntimber  of  dwelling  houses  in 
the  area  of  the  District  Comicil  now 
totals  13,601  an  increase  of  385  over 
the  previous  year’s  figure.  Properties 
connected  to  the  public  sewer  numbered 
11,068  with  2,533  on  cesspool  drainage. 

Less  satisfactory  -  no  improvements 
proved  possible  to  Teduce  1iie  92  properties 
on  pail  closets  and  the  5  served  by  privies, 
although  3  of  these  are  now  vacant  and  4  of 
the  five  are  covered  by  demolition  orders. 

The  Medway  Water  Board  are  responsible 
for  mains  water  supply  throughout  the 
distritst  with  the  exception  of  the  parish 
of  Hailing  supplied  by  the  Mid  Kent  Water 
Company, 

The  position  as  recorded  in  the  previous 
year's  report  remains  unchanged  in  relation 
to  the  properties  which  collect  rainwater 
from  their  roof  and  29  served  by  standpipes. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  mad©  505 
visits  to  various  premises  including  canteens, 
restaurants  and  shops  where  food  was  produced 
or  displayed  for  sale  to  the  public.  This 
routine  work,  although  receiving  little 
publicity,  continues  as  a  high  priority  within 
the  Department,  The  one  small  private 
slavighterhouse  on  the  district  received  100^ 
carcase  inspection  but  for  the  last  6  months 
of  the  year  was  used  only  for  emergency 
slaughter. 

Under  the  powers  conferred  by  this  Act,  98 
general  inspections  of  premises  were  carried 
out. 

At  the  end  of  the  period  under  review  the 
total  number  of  premises  registered  was  137 
and  6  new  registrations  had  been  accepted 
over  the  year. 

During  the  year  no  accidents  were  reported 
to  this  Department.

Within  the  District  there  are  3  users  of 
radioactive  substances  registered  under 
the  Act  for  industrial  purposes. 

The  total  number  of  properties  inspected 
during  the  year  was  2,286  when  infestation 
was  confirmed  in  793  properties.  Treatment 
was  then  instituted.  Other  activities  of 
the  Technical  Officer  imdertaking  this  duty 
were  as  follows:- 

Destruction  of  wasp  nests. 

Destruction  of  bees  where  swarms  could  not) 
be  taken  by  a  beekeeper, 

Giving  advice  on  various  insects  found  in 
dwellings. 

This  remained  unchanged  throu^out  the  year. 

Each  year  the  considerable  task  of  preparing 
and  checking  the  statistical  detail  in  this 
report  is  undertaken  by  the  Chief  Clerk, 

Miss  K.V,  Merry  and  I  record  gratitude  for 
her  loyalty,  diligence  and  accuracy. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  and  Chief  Officers 
of  the  Council  as  well  as  officers  of  other 
statutory  undertakings  have  readily  made 
available  essential  information  and  I  am 
pleased  to  acknowledge  my  debt  to  them. 

Finally  I  once  more  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  for  their 
continuing  support  and  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  Department,

All  parishes  except  Hailing  are  provided  with  a  public  water  supply 
operated  by  the  Medway  Water  Board.  Hailing  Parish  is  supplied  by  Mid 
Kent  Water  Co, Ltd, 

The  water  has  proved  to  be  satisfactory,  both  in  quantity  and  qiiality 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  resident  domestic  population  and  37  bacteriological 
and  2  chemical  samples  were  taken  dxiring  the  year.  Supplied  from  wells 
both  within  and  outside  the  Rural  District,  the  hardness  of  the  water 
ranges  between  130  and  165  parts  per  million. 

The  chemical  analyses  are  shown  on  pages  12  and  <13, 

The  water  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo- solvent  action.

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  throughout  the  district  from 
the  rear  of  premises  by  means  of  the  paper  sack  method. 

After  collection  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of 
controlled  tipping  in  a  disused  chalk  pit  situated  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  City  of  Rochester,  and  the  tip  is  treated 
regularly  to  prevent  rat  infestation,  and  insecticides  are 
applied  during  the  summer  period  to  prevent  the  breeding  of 
flies  and  other  insects. 


Cesspool  and  pall*  closet  emptying 

With  the  exception  of  those  areas  in  which  a  public  sewer 
is  provided  cesspools  are  emptied,  upon  request,  free  of  'Obarge 
up  to  a  maximum  of  five  times  per  year.  In  the  case  of  shared 
cesspools  (2  or  more  houses  connected  to  one  cesspool),  five 
emptyings  per  house  are  allowed.

FAMILY  WELFARE  SERVICE 


This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parents’  consent,  in  house¬ 
holds  where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family 
are  much  below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live. 
The  three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of 
living  of  the  families  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to 
keep  the  families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up.  Intensive 
training  for  a  period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeadad 
by  a  follow-up  service  for  nine  months.  In  families  where  there  is 
medical  evidence  of  mental  subnoimality  the  continuance  of  the  service 
after  the  initial  period  of  three  months  may  be  approved  for  not  more 
than  twelve  hours  a  week  until  the  youngest  child  reaches  compulsory 
school  age.
